2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-9, 11 ; 12, 15-19, and 25 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 20030203844 (Delfani et al) 30 
October 2003. The reference teaches methods of treatment of CNS disorders using reagents that modulate the proliferation, migration, 
differentiation and survival of central nervous system cells (see Abstract). The reagents taught include FGF2 [0338], VEGF (whole 
document), and neural stem cells propagated ex vivo [0035], The effect of modulating the migration of neural progenitor cells recited in 
the instant claims merely reflects a newly discovered inherent property; this outcome would occur whenever the methods taught in the 
prior art are practiced. 

Claims 20, 21, and 25 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US Patent 6261585, 17 July 2001 . The reference 
teaches incorporation in of VEGF and bFGF into biocompatible polymers for in vivo implantation (column 3, lines 35-50), thereby 
anticipating claims 20, 2 1 , and 25. 

Claim 10 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over US 20030203844. If one aims to use undifferentiated 
stem cells, it would be obvious to pick cells that do not express known markers of differentiation. 

Claims 13, 14, 22-24, and 26 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over US 20030203844 in view of US 
Patent 626158. As noted, US 20030203844 teaches treatments using VEGF, FGF2 , and neural stem cells and US Patent 6261585 
teaches the use of these elements in biocompatible matrices. The instant claims recite the obvious combination of these elements. 

Claims 1 -26 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
